MR. JOHN SHRYOCK began the manufacture of BANK-NOTE
PAPER in Chambersburg, Pa., in 1790. This plant was known as
“HOLLYWELL MILL"” MR. LYMAN HORACE WEEKS in his
“HISTORY OF PAPER MANUFACTURING IN THE UNITED
STATES” -states that this was the first really important paper mill.

GEORGE A, SHRYOCK succeeded his father. Successful
experiments then were conducted in adapting STRAW PULP to the
manufacture of paper. Mr. Shryock was so impressed with the
results of this work that the entire operations of the mill were then
devoted to the manufacture of paper from straw and in 1832 he
invented the “GROOVED WOOD ROLL"” for the manufacture of
BOX and BINDERS' BOARDS,

Later another mill was erected own locally as the “MAMMOTH."
This plant was destroyed when Chambershurg was hurned in July, 1864,
by troops under General MeCausiand, Reconstruction was never under-
taken here, but MR SHRYOCK'S sons, 8.
